An ordinary half-yearly general meeting of shareholders was held 

at the offices, No. 52, Old Broad-street, on Tuesday, 
Colonel E, W. SCOVELL in the chair, 

Mr, J. B. FoorD (secretary) read the notice convening the meeting. 

The report of the directors regretted that the results, though exhi- 
biting an improvement over those of the previous three years, do not show any 
divisible surplus. The following is a comparative statement of the sales of 
qual at the three collieries during the past two years :—

mhemanner in which the trading accounts of the three mines are now made up 
differs slightly from that In which they appeared in former years, and is the 
result of the new system of book-keeping which was introduced at the com- 
mencement of the past year. The directors confidently belleve that the altera- 
tion, tending as it does to simplify the statements, will be appreciated by the 
shareholders, and that they will find the accounts as full and iutelligible as they 
can desire. The result of the re-valuation of the property of the association 
now appears in the accounts for the first time. On comparing the figures in 
the present balance-sheet with those of former years, the shareholders will per- 
ceive a considerable depreciation, The decrease in valuation (though lessened 
by the profit on the sale of Joggins Mine, which realised 80001. in excess of former 
estimates) exhibits, together with the losses incurred prior to the year 1836, the 
discount on shares issued in 1858 and 1867, and the balance at debit of profit 
and loss account to Dee. 31, so great an apparent deficit of capital that the di- 
rectors having given this subject their earnest consideration, and concurring 
inthe opinion ¢xpressed in the report of the late committee of investigation, 
“That the annual publication of the capital account, showing a large deficit, 
rtly occasioned by old losses of more than 30 years standing, is very objec- 
tlonable, and has a very weakening effect upon the price of the shares, and that 
if we started with a clean capital account we should strengthen our credit and 
ition,” have determined to submit to the proprietors the suggestion with 
which the above remarks are accompanied—* That the nominal value of the 
shares should be reduced, so as to represent the actual value of the property.” 
With this object it is proposed, immediately after the half-yearly meeting, to 
hold an extraordinary general meeting, at which will be submitted for the con- 
sideration of the shareholders resolutions for reducing the nominal amount of 
caplial by writing off the items above referred to, and for converting the shares 
{nto stock In the proportion of ten shares to 1001, stock. The directors desire 
that tbis proposition (which will not in any way affect the intrinsic value of 
their property) may be fully considered and discussed by the proprietors at the 
meeting, at which will also be suggested certain alterations in the Articles of 

Association, where they have in practice been found to.work inconveniently. 

The report of the general manager (Mr. J. Rutherford) states that 
thecost of production is so much affected by the working of a large or smal! quan- 
tity, that it 1s of the utmost importance that the operations should be to as 
large dn extent as circumstances will admit. He found each mine, compara- 
tively speaking, in a very fair position. At the Albion Mines, the Foord pit ts 
now well opened out, working places to a considerable extent have been pre- 
pared, and the general arrangements are satisfactory. In the Cage pit a new 
district has been opened to the dip near the shaft, and a s:cam-engine applied 
tobaul the coal. A saving in cost of production will by this arrangement be 
made, and as the quality of the coal is excellent, this mine Is in a good position 
andin very fairorder. One limit ouly to the extent of the operations exists, 
and that is the number of workmen. The existing capabilities will probably 
beadequate to the production of 150,000 tons. As a like condition of labour 
supply prevails at Sydney and Lingan, the estimate of the quantity of coal that 
may be ralsed at these mines Is based on the supposition that the number of 
workmen at present employed will be maintained. At the Sydney Mines the 
underground and other arrangements are fully adequate to the maintenance of 
the production for which they have so long been consp!cuous, The Lingan 
Mine 1s also in excellent order as regards production, being limited In this re- 
spect only by the number of miners. If the demand for coal required, and 
workmen could be obtained, from 80,000 to 109,000 tons conld be raised at this 
mine, Witb the limitation tn the latter condition, however, which prevails, 
he does not reckon on a larger output than from 40,00) to 59,900 tons. Having 
ascertained the capabilities of the mines, the next point of importance is the 
disposal of as large a portion of the produce as possible. For this purpose he 
bas visited the United States, and personally called upon theconsumers of coal ; 
there he found they were subject to a very close competition, not only from the 
Nova Scotia Mines, but also from the Pennsylvania Mines, Prices in conse- 

uence ruled very low. He was much pleased, however, to reeognise a very 
vee _——— on the part of many consumers for the coal supplied by the 
association, 

The opinion which he has formed 1s this, that with carein preparing the coal 
atthe respective mines it can be kept in the market in spite of the competition. 
Of the prospects of trade for the current year he entertains a very hopeful 
view. With regard to the cost of production of the coal, his attention has been 
80 confined to the matters above mentioned, and to other general details, that 
he has not yet u°en able to enter upon that close examination of the various 
items of expenditure in connection with the cost which he purposes to make 
at the very earliest opportunity. The general arrangements at the mines may 
probably require some modification; they are, however, quite adequate to the 
requirements of the trade, the engines, rolling-stock, railroads, &c., being in 
fair working order, He considers the position of the mines in relation to the 
prospects of trade a very satisfactory one. The competition in sales still pre- 
vents such prices being obtained as would be more in accordance with the 
general value of coal at the present time, but he fs convinced that on the removal 
of the duty some improvement in this respect will follow, and, moreover, that 
Will be largely increased. The great object to be aimed at this year is to matn- 
tain their position among consumers by supplying a8 good a quallty of coal as 
— 80 that on the realisation of free trade the value of their produce will 

recognised, and they will consequently receive a large proportion of the in- 
creased demand, 

The CHAIRMAN said their sales during the past year had fallen 
short as compared with the previous year by some 12,000 tons, arising, 
as explained at the autumnal meeting, from inadequate labour and 
shipping. Butin face cf this deficiency the accounts presented a 
fomewhat more favourable aspect than in the preceding year. In 
1870 there was a deficiency of 60007., but in 1871 there had been a 
profit of 500/., making an actual difference of nearly 7000/., a result 
attributable to the economical expenditure rather than to increased 
receipts, The accounts were presented in a somewhat different form. 
The coals on bank were now regarded as stock in hand and not stock 
in plant, the object being to fix some tangible amount for deprecia- 
tion and repairs of plant. The property was valued at its lowest 
smount, and a very large item had been written off for depreciation 
in Value of plant. The increase in the rate of wages for raising coal 

ad arisen from an alteration in the Dominion currency—it did not 
affect the fixed salaries, as they were paid at their sterling value. 
The trade in the United States is still in an unsettled state, The in- 
rey upon discount in 1870 amounted to only 1600/., showing that 
they had been better able to finance the resources of the company, 
mite from a lower rate of discount. and incurring as little debt as possible. 

report of Mr. Rutherford foreshadowed the prospects of the asgociation for 
~ coming year, Mr. Rutherford had visited the United Siates, and reen the 
apse of the association. He found the trade in a very unsettled condition, 
ho doubt would continue until the Alabama question was settled. The 

Sreat object was to keep the coal in the market, more especially as they believed 





others were doing it at a much greater loss. Mr. Rutherford referred to the 
improved prospects of the trade In Canada, and their general trade was likely 
to be increased, one cause being the greatly increased price of coal in this coun- 
try. During the winter an attempt had been made to ship a cargo of coals at 
Halifax, but it was a very tardy operation. It was hoped. however, that next 
season there would be greater railway facilitics, although it must not be fer- 
gotten that the past season was one unprecedented in severity, communication 
with the mines having been completely stopped for some time, He then moved 
that the report and balance-sheet be received and adopted. 

Mr. BIGGE seconded the proposition, 

‘The CHAIRMAN, in reply to questions from different shareholders, stated that 
agreat proportion of the 16,000 tons of coal at the Alblon Mine was used for 
the engines, some was given to the miners, while in other cases it was sold to 
them at a reduced rate. The Albion Mine formed a poor-law district, and, 
having support thelr own poor, it was found cheaper to give them coal than 
other kinds of relief, 

The notice adopting the report and balance-sheet was put and carried.

Tho notice convening the meeting was read. 

Mr, BISCHOFF explained the objects of the proposed alterations, 

The CHAIRMAN said that the resolutions were only’permissive, and 
must be discussed and determined at a special meeting convened for 
the purpose. The real object was to reduce their capital from 550,000/. 
to 275,00Ul., and convert it into stock, The difference in that amount was 
greatly owing to losses incurred as long back as 1836, —The resolutions were 
passed seriatim. 

Mr. BISCHOF¥ believed that alterations would tend to improve the market- 
able value of the property.

The mine, which js situated about 17 miles from the village of Pendeek, on the 
gulf of Ismid, and about 700 feet above the level of the sea, has been opened in 
hard black limestones, alternating with quartzose schists and numerous intru- 
sive masses of greenstone. A shaft has been sunk to a depth of about 22 fms., 
and two levels have been driven. In theupperor12 fm. level an irregular mass 
of orey ground was found north-east and west from the shaft; but ina southerly 
direction a considerable distance has been driven, with numerous cro<s-cuts, 
without leading to the discovery of any ore. At the bottom or 22 fm. level a 
cross-cut has been driven in a north-westerly direction from the shaft fora 
distance of 14 fathoms across the dip of the rocks, which are bard black lime- 
stone, filled with small quartz strings, At about 8 fathoms from the shaft one 
of these strings gave some promise of making ore, and was proved by a short 
drive to the north, when it speedily gave out. In the present end of the level 
the rock is of a similar character—bard limestone, with stringsof quartz, making 
a little mixed ore, galena, blende, and pyrites; some of the more pyritic strings 
are often gossany. There does not appear to be any sigan of the existence of a 
large or continuous lode cither uuderground or at surface, The ore that was 
found above the upper level appears to have been in a mass of quartz, near the 
contact of the limestone with a large greenstone dyke, and all that is now ap- 
parent occurs similarly, filling cracks and strings in the rock, none of which 
can be traced continuously for any distance, There is no ground of any value 
proved at present in the lower level, nor does there seem to be much chance of 
any being discovered. It is, however, possible that a short extension of the 
bottom level may cut the bed of limestone with which the upper mass was asso- 
ciated, but the chance isa very small one. The ore now at surface is an intl- 
mate mixture of quartz and Iimestone, with galena, copper, and fron pyrites, 
and zinc-blende, such as would require very careful sizing aud dressing for a 
proper separation of thedifferent minerals. Atthe other points on the ground, 
where lodes are supposed to exist on the p'an, I have found them to be either 
the prominent outcrops of the harder bed of limestone, or the rusted back of a 
dyke, which has probably ben mistaken for the gossan of atrue lode. Taken 
as a whole, the prospects of the mine are extremely unpromising, and any further 
outlay in carrying on the working can only be made in the chance of discover- 
ing a fresh bunch of ore in the lower level, say within 8 or 10 fathoms of the 
present northern end. There is nothing appareut on the ground, however, to 
warrant the belief that the ore will prove continuous atany point. The appear- 
ances are rather in favour of the occurrence of irregular masses near the green- 
stone dykes, which make very uncertain mining. 

The CHAIRMAN observed that nothing could be more discouraging, 
or perhaps he should say more condemnatory of the prospects of the 
mine, than the report of Mr. Bauerman; but before placing too much 
confidence in that report he thought it would be well to ascertain 
whether Mr, Bauerman hail had any practical experience in connec- 
tion with mines which would justify them in accepting his opinion in preference 
to that of such men as Capt, Pope, of Wheal Basset, Capt. Vivian, of Crenver and 
Wheal Abraham, and others who were known to be men of experience in mining, 
and great practical knowledge. Mr. Bauerman had been asked for his opinion, 
and had no doubt given it honestly; but they, as shareholders, must consider 
upon what data the opinion was formed. They all knew that Mr. Bauerman 
was highly educated theoretically, but they had heard nothing of his practical 
experience. He would like Mr. Bauerman to state whether he would stake his 
reputation that, notwithstanding what Capt. Pope and Capt. Vivian had stated, 
there were not likely to find a mine there, 

Mr. BAUERMAN sald that if they found such ground as they had at Pelldll they 
seldom found that any éependence could be placed upon it, It is the character 
of all the minerals in that part of the world were bunchy. If they were work- 
ing ov a weil-defined lode the case would be different, but they were only cutting 
across the limestone, and occasionally meeting with strings of ore. 

The CHAIRMAN understood that there were no mines in the locality so deep 
as theirs—22 fathoms, 

Mr. BAUERMAN believed there was not. He thought there was nothing un- 
usual in their mines; they usually found rich bunches in limestone near green- 
stones dykes. 

The CHAIRMAN said that assuming Mr, Bauerman’s report to be correct, it was 
evident that the reports of Capts. Pope and Vivian were false, and that their 
own agent, Capt. Champion, had grossly deceived them. He would, therefore, 
like to ask Mr. Banerman what was the result of his conversation with Captato 
Champion ?——Mr. BAUERM4N sald thatCapt. Champion appeared to be as much 
at sea in the matter as anyone possible could be; iudecd, he did not kuow much 
more what to do than he (the Chairman) did. 

The CHAIRMAN : Nor it appears than you do, to speak plainly. 

Mr, KEAD thought they ought not to find fault with Mr. Bauerman because 
his op!nion was unfavourable ; they could take their own views as to the value 
of the opinion, but there was no doubt it was honestly given. 

The CHAIRMAN did not complain of an unfavourable opinion, neither did he 
doubt that Mr. Bauerman had fairly expressed his opinion; but, as that opinion 
was opposed to the report of men of acknowlejged practical experience, he 
thought that Mr. Bauerman should state whether he bad had any practical ex- 
perience, and if not should state the data upon which his opinion was formed. 

Mr. BAUERMAN sald he had failed tosee any lode—nothing of the nature of a 
lode that they could follow, 

The CHAIRMAN thought it marvelously strange that neither of the mine 
captains, who had spent their lives in mines, should know a lode if they saw one. 
For example, Captain James Pope, of Basset, who had a high reputation, says— 
“In concluding my report I beg to say, after a careful inspection, I enter- 
tain the highest opinion of the mine, I Lave had 50 years experience as a 
miner, and for 30 years the miuagement of mines. I have inspected nearly 
every mine of consequence in Cornwall, and a great many in Devon, and in all 
my experience I have never had an opportunity of inspecting a mine so rich at 
so shallow a depth, or showing prospects of permanency cqual to this. There is 
oreenough in sight te give good profits, and after opening the mines toa greater 
depth I feel every confidence the profits will greatly increase. ‘This {1s not a specu- 
lation, but an investment of the first-class, and the capital required is small 
compared with mining generally, You have only to erect the machinery and lay 
out dressing-floors, and work the mines in an energetic manuer, to realise large 
and permaneut profits.” The opinion of Capt John Vivian, of Camborne, was 
equally favourable, for he says—‘* My mining experience extends over a period 
of more than 40 years, for 10 years as a working miner, and for the last 30 years 
as an agent and manager of mines, and in all my experience I can confi- 
deutly state I have no recollection of ever having inspected a mining property, 
where so little has been done, presenting equal prospects of permanency and 
profit asthe Pelidit Mines.’’ The report of Captain Thomas Kichards, of Red- 
ruth, was equally encouraging, He says—* I can strongly recommend the pro- 
perty to any parties who wili Jay out the necessary capital, being confident of 
successful and highly remunerative results, as this is uniike ordinary miuiog 
adventures, where large sums are almost invariably expended in sinking shafts 
and driving levels in search of ore. Here the ore is already discovered in large 
quantities only |0 fms. from surface, and will be raised and prepared for market 
sO soon as you can get the machinery to work. AsI have before stated, this 
mineral vein is the largest and richest vein it has ever been my province to in- 
spect at so shallow a depth. I look upon it as far beyond a mining speculation, 
and have every coufidence in your realising great and permanent profits.’’ Now, 
it was difficult to suppose that all these practical! miners could be mistaken, or 
that they would all report what they did not believe to be true; and it, there- 
fore, seemed essential to him that they should have from Mr. Bauerman elthrr 
some statement of his practical experience or the detail of the facts upou which 
his conclusions are based, 

Mr. BARTLETT, althourh a large shareholder, could not claim either practical 
or theoretical acquaintance with mining, but looking at the report merely as a 

man of business it appeared most unsatisfactory. He wanted more details for 
the very decided opinion given; he saw no data whatever for the conclusions 
Mr. Bauerman had arrived at,and he thought that when Mr. Bauerman re- 
ported that there does not seem to be ‘* much chance of’’ valuable ground being 
discovered, it was a very loose way of expressing oueself upon a point which 
was to decide whether a mine should be abandoned or continued. The incon- 








gruity in the matter was that they sent outjpractical men, and men of ackuow- 


ledged skill, and that their opinion ran directly athwart of Mr. Bauerman’s, 
who was acknowledged t» have received a high theoretical education. He con- 
sidered that the report was decisive enough, but it was far too meagre in detail ; 
he saw a decided opinion, but he wanted more—he wanted to know whether Mr, 
Pa pent ao had sufficiently investigated the matter to give them confidence in 
lls opinion. 

Mr, ALLEN observed that the results hitherto obtained corresponded with the 
report of Mr, Bauerman, 

The CHAIRMAN sald that in a mine in Wales with which he was connected 
they had received as condemnatory a report as that of Mr. Baverman, even from 
practical men; but they persevered, aud found the lode regular iu depth, as 
others who had examined the shallow workings bad predicted, 

Mr. DELMAR remarked that when they began they were 16 fms, deep, and now 
they were only 22 fs,, so ‘hat it could searcely be sald that the reports of Capt. 
Pope, Capt. Vivian, and others, who inspected the property when the company 
commenced operations, had been proved unjustifiable; but looking at the state 
of their funds, there was no alternative, he feared, but liquidation. Many 
would, vo doubt, be disposed to give the undertaking a further trial, and take 
the risk of getting a return for their outlay. He was bimself a large deben- 
ture holder, and he thought that if the property were offered to the present de- 
denture holders weans might be fousd for organising a company to continue 
operations, 

The CHAIRMAN thought that under present circumstances they could only 
pass the necessary resolutions for the dissolution of the company. ; 

It was then resolved that the event bad happened which, according to the 
Articles of Associlarton, rendered the dissolution of the company necessary, and 
it wasagreed to wind up voluntarily. Messrs. Marshall, Thompson, Delmar, 
Crowden, ard Major Sharpe were appointed liquidators, The proceedings ter- 
minated with the usual complimentary vote of thanks to the Chairman,

The CHAIRMAN said that the River Tamar divided Gawton from 
Okel Tor; in the latter mine, some 18 months since, considerable ex- 
citement was occasioned by the discovery of tin, and stamps were 
erected for returning it, Captain Rowe, at the same time, obtained 
sanction to go underground at Okel Tor, and found by dialling that this lode 
was 23 fms. north of theGawton workings.

He has been connected with the company ever since its 
establishment ; and I, for my part, regret that he is not present at 
this time. A person for whom I had greater respect I do not know; 
and I think all those who came into contact with him will agree that 
he was a man well worthy of that respect. According to the balance 
which we had at the end of December last, you will see there is a 
profit of 46047. We propose to employ part of that in paying a di- 
vidend, which absorbes 4130/., and will leave a balance of 474/, 2s. 10d. 
That is a motion which will be proposed to you in the course of our 
proceedings, and I hope there will be no dissentient voices. We re- 
fer in the report to the new system of mining that was adopted on 
the termination of the strike—a system by which we took the coal 
as it was won; and, although we made some alteration for the better 
in the amount paid per ton, still certain circumstances have occurred 
which render it not entirely satisfactory to us that this system is an improve 
ment upon the old one. From a despatch which we Icoked over this morning, 
rather burriedly, I seem to gather that the managers out there are by degrees 
getting back to the old system ; and, of course, when alterations of this sort are 
made they are experimental in the first instauce, abd some little test mnst be 
had of their advisability before wo decide upon continuing these alterations. 
The managers, as rou will see by our report, give a very fair account of the pro- 
gress we haye made, (Ilear, hear.)

REMARKS.—The markets throughout the week have been very 
firmly sustained. There has been no sign of weakness apparent in 
any quarter, The demand for shipment and home consumption is 
generally good, and speculation continues to be based upon the dis- 
tinctly received and almost universally expressed opinion that the 
rapidly-increasing demand cannot be all at once met from the exist- 
ing sources of supply. The increased means of locomotion by rail of itself in- 
creases and multiplies the demand for mctals of almost endless variety and form, 
Existing lines of ratiway and rolling stock must be kept In continual repair, 
and vew branches and extensions are everywhere being demanded, sanctlhned, 
and carried out, both at home and abroad. Electric telegraphy, shipbuilding, 
the manufacture of cartridges are all comparatively of recent date, and all 
alikecome intothe metalmarket for the supply of the materials by which these 
products are completed, and should there be any uses to which metals were once 
applied now becoming effete, there are a thousand others coming into vogue, 
never until now thought of. E - 

CoPpPER.—lIt is a very considerable time since so good a demand 
existed for this metal ; a brisk business has been done every day of 
the present week, and a great improvement realised in quotations, 
All descriptions have participated in the advance—Chili bars, Aus- 
tralian, English tough, best selected, and manufactured. Not only 
have the transactions been of an enormous extent, but the character 
of the buying has been decidedly better. Many parcels have changed from weak 
holders into strong hands, and are either going into consumption or are now 
held for still bigher rates. As an instance of the substantial position of the 
buyers, one contract was concluded for 700 tons. Consumers, shippers, and spe- 
culators have all come forward together, and infused great animation into the 
market. It is really most satisfactory to be ablo to state that everything tends 
to strengthen its stabillty ; its present position appears perfectly safe and sound. 
Stocks everywhere are greatly reduced ; it is said there is very little more than 
250 tons available in Havre. There is a considerable falling off in the chief 
sources of supply, and Chill bars have been considerably oversold ; holders now 
haveentire command of the market. ‘The price is still moderate, and does not 
affect consumption. Prospects continue most encouraging. With light stocks, 
reduced supplies, heavy sales, and moderate prices the course of the market 
cannot well be otherwise than upward ; a rapid rise may yet quietlyensue. Con- 
sumers in Birmingham and elsewhere are supposed to be short of stocks, and If 
so must soon Legin to replenish them, and if not done at once will doubtless be 
attonded with serious loss. Requirements are likely to be large for all purposes, 
e-pecially for railways, as the flourishing condition of most of the companies 
will lead them to repair and increase their rolling stock ; besides the launching 
of new cables and other kinds of work emanating from the unexampled pros- 
perity of the country, all combining to stimulate an extraordinary demand. 

But there is another very important matter, which seems likely may hereafter 
exercise a great influence upon future prices. India, one of the largest con- 
sumers, as yet has bought comparatively nothing, although more thaa 10,000 
tons of copper and yellow metal will have to be shipped this year to bring the 
returns to the average of previous periods ; but, not only is there this deficiency 
from England, but Australian and Japanese copper, instead of supplying India, 
has been diverted to this country, consequently shipments to India must thereby 
necessarily be greatly quickened ; and it may be fairly assumed that large and 
continuous orders, particularly for manufactured descriptions, will come for- 
ward. Now, when this takes place the effect upon the market will, doubtless, 
be startling; and, as is usually the case, an excessive demand when scarcity 
prevails is a signification of dear prices, 

It is quite in the power of one or two large Indian firms, by combining In an 
operation of 4 x 4sheets, to advande quotations at least 10/. perton. But it 
is not absolutely necessary for the maintenanceof the market that India should 
respond at all; what has been already effected is entirely without Indian bust- 
ness; and, although such work would be acceptable to the smelters for their 
rolling-mills, yet they are not wholly dependent upon it, and have mostly cur- 
tailed their make of square sheets very considerably. 

The present value of Chill bars ranges from 1031. to 1041. 10s., according to 
promptand brand; Wallaroo and Burra Burra, 1051. 10s, to 1061. 10s.; English 
tough, 1031.,at which buyers remain; Japan and Spanish, 99%. to 1001. ; ores 
and regulus, 19s. 6d. to 20s. per unit; yellow metal sheets, 4+ 4, 834d. to 9d.; 
sheathing, 9d. to 94d. per Ib. , 

IRoN,.—Still the movement continues upward, and the tendency 
of prices is to further advance, owing in some degree to the extraor- 
dinary development in this branch of the metal trade, and to the 
great difficulty of meeting with a supply of the raw material either 
in ore, coal, or coke at all commensurate with the demand. The 
scarcity in the latter is caused by the difficulty experienced in ob- 
taining pitmen to work the coal pits. There is some idea of introducing ma- 
chinery into the pits, and thereby becoming in measure independeut of manual 
labour. It is reported that such is the demand for coal in the valleys of the 
Tyne and Tees that Wales and Yorkshire are sending ‘‘ coals to Newcastle.’”’ 
Coals hitherto used for domestic purposes are now converted into coke, and 
coals required for manufacturing purposes are double the price at which they 
were sold a short time back, The iron shipbuilding trade is very busy, and 
plates are in good demund at 71, 12s. 6d. per ton; rails, 10/. 10s.; angle iron, 
111, 5s. ; bars, 10l. 15s.; puddled bars, 71. 12s.6d. In South Wales there is a 
busy trade doing. The great want is a sufficiency of able workmen, and this is 
likely to be more severely felt as the season advances, and the heat becomes 
excessive, and the attraction of high wages in the harvest fields are held out, 
Buying on Russian and American account is going forward, and would be ona 
yet more important scale were manufacturers in a position to close with the 
offers presented for their acceptance. America has for a long time past been 
one of the largest supporters of the Welsh market ; and as the progress in this 
country is very rapid and very great, she is likely tocontinue one of the largest 
buyer and on this and other accoun's he Welsh ironmasters are doing all in 
their power to fulfil the American orders, 

The difficulty iu obtaining a sufficient supply of ore is felt very severely, the 
more so as just at present the supplies from Bilbao and other Spanish sources 
have ceased, or nearly so. Rails at the moment are rather quiet, price from 
101. 5s. to 101. 103. Merchant bars are selling at 102. 15s., to come forward f.0.b. 
in London. Staffordshire kinds keep very firm, aud in sheets and plates higher 
rates are talked of. Swedish bars of Indian assortments have realised 141. In 
Scotch pigs a good business continues to be transacted, the shipments are large, 
and makers’ prices are far in advance of the price of warrants, The shipments

GUN-COTTON EXPERIMENTS. 


Shortly after the Stowmarket explosion a Special Committee was 
appointed, under the presidency of Col, YoUNGHUSBAND, R.A.,, F.R.S., 
to enquire into the stability and safety, &c., of Gun-cotton, and their 
enquiries have since been extended to Lithofracteur and Dynamite. 

It is understood that a large mass of evidence has been accumu- 
lated to show that Gun-cotton, if set fire to in large quantities, will 
simply burn or inflame, and not explode, The evidence is in sub- 
stance a repetition of much that was produced on the Stowmarket 
inquest, being the result of certain experiments made at Woolwich, 
under the superintendence of Prof, ABEL, when large quantities of 
Gun-cotton were burnt without exploding. The present Committee 
are, however, not the men to rest satisfied with evidence of the re- 
sult obtained from the experiments of others while they had the 
means of making similar experiments themselves, They accord- 
ingly determined to judge from ocular demonstration whether a 
maguzine stored with Gun-cotton would if set fire to burn quietly 
away, or explode, 

For this purpose a series of experiments were agreed on, which 
were appointed to take place near Pett Level, Winchester, on the 
road from Hastings, on Tuesday, April 23, and following days, 

Experiment No. 1 was to ascertain whettier the ignition of a con- 
siderable quantity of dried Gun-cotton, packed in service boxes, and 
stored in a lightly-constructed magazine, would result in a violent 
explosion, or whether the contents would simply burn out, For this 
purpose a light wooden shed waserected, in which were placed 24 boxes 
of dried Gun-cotton, containing 28 Ibs, each. The boxes were ar- 
ranged in two piles of 12 each, the piles being 2 ft. apart, and 1 ft. 
from the wall of the building, to represent as nearly as possible the 
arravgemeut of a Gun-cotton magazive. The building was to be 


to facilitate the access of fire to the Gun-cotton. If no violent ex- 
plosion took place, experiment No, 2 was to be proceeded with. 
Experiment No. 2 was to ascertain whether if ignition of a maga- 
zine of Gun-cotton, similar in all respects to No. 1, were to occur 
while the magazine was exposed to a very high temperature, a vio- 
lent explosion would take place. For thispurpose the same arrange- 
ment was made as for experiment No. 1, with the addition of a steam- 
pipe being placed between the two rows of boxes, by means of which 
the temperature within the building was to be raised to about 120°, 
and kept at that heat for about four hours, or until the whole of the 
Gun-cotton had taken up the temperature, when it was to be fired, 
as in the case of No, 1 experiment. 

Experiment No. 3 was intended to carry still further experiment 
No, 2, and to ascertain whether Gun-cotton, subjected to a sort of 
baking process, without the direct application of flame, would ex- 
plode violently when ignited, For this purpose a sheet-iron box was 
provided, 5 ft. long, and 2 ft. 4 in. wide, by 2 ft. 6 in, deep; in this 
box 12 boxes of Gun-cotton were to be placed, and it was raised from 
the ground on iron legs, so as to allow of a fire being kindled around 
and underneath it. 

Experiment No, 4 was to ascertain whether the accidental ignition 
of Gun-cutton in astrongly-built magazine would result in a violent 
explosion ; and for this purpose a solidly-built magazine was con- 
structed of masonry, I4in. thick at the bottom, and arched over with 
9 in, brickwork, and in this were placed 24 boxes, similar in all re- 
spects to experiment No, 1, 

The fifth experiment was intended to ascertain whether in the event 
of a masonry magazine becoming heated, ignition of the contents 
would be followed by a violentexplosion. For this purpose a steam- 
pipe was intended to be introduced into the casemated magazine, by 
which the internal air was to be heated to 90°, and it was then in- 
tended to set fire to it. 

In pursuance of this arrangement the committee, accompanied by 
several scientific gentlemen, met on the ground on the 23d ult., and 
everything being in readiness, experiment No. 1 was made, and the 
Gun-cotton in the lightly-constructed magazine having been set fire 
to, was observed to burn, and throw out a very bright light, for 7} se- 
conds, when it exploded with great violence. 

As it was evident that if Gun-cotton would thus explode if set fire 
to at a low temperature, it would be certain to do so if subjected to 
the heat laid down in the programme for experiments 2 and 3, and 
those experiments were not, therefore, proceeded with, but it was 











iguited by electricity, aud ove or more boxes were partially opened, 


determined to try experiment No. 4, and accordingly the Gun-cotton 
in the casement magazine was set fire to, and it burned brightly, as 
in experiment No. 1, but rather longer—10 seconds—when a violent 
explosion took place, which completely demolished the building, and 
left a large hole where it had been standing. 

The Gun-cotton used was brought from Upnor Castle, being part 
of that manufactured at Stowmarket, but it had been thoroughly ex- 
amined, and was found to be pure, and in excellent condition, It 
having been suggested that the explosions might possibly have been 
occasioned in consequence of the extra strength of the service-boxes 
in which the Gun-cotton was contained, it was thought desirable to

REPORT FROM CORNWALL. 


May 2.—There has been a slight abatement in the excitement of 
the mining fever, and the general share market is more quiet than 
it has been for come time. A drop in tin, which some «anticipate, 
would unquestionably lead to a greater reaction than the circum- 
stances would justify. Where speculation has been overstrained 
the pendulum is as likely to vibrate too much one way as the other. 
This is a point which shareholders will in all likelihood do well to 
bear in mind during the next month or two, That tin may go back 
a little is very probable, but that it will be permanently affected is 
not, The horizon across the Atlantic is looking much brighter, and 
the clouds on the Continent also appear to be dispersing. Never- 
theless, there are causes enough at home to excite a small panic at 
almostany moment. Let any one bubble burst and others are sure 
to follow suit. Caution just at present is the prime element of suc- 
cess in mining enterprise, 

We are glad to find that practical notice is being taken of the ex- 
odus of so many of our miners, and that the importance of taking 
some steps to counteract it is more fully recognised. In fact, ma- 
nagers are being rapidly brought face to face witha difficulty which 
it will tax their energies to meet—the want of men. There is room 
at the present moment in the mines now in work for something like 
3000 or 4000 more skilled men than can be got—one concern alone is 
advertising for 100. And yet the men rush off by scores across the 
seas, or migrate to the coal or cotton districts in this country, It 
is fortunate for Cornwall that there is a return current of men who 
have tried “ foreign parts,” and find that old Cornwall is not so bad 
afterall. Loveof change no doubt prompts a good deal of this wan- 
dering. There are other points besides the rate of wages which may 
be relied upon in some measure to counteract the tendency. One of 
these is the facilitation of the men’s work by such appliances as 
man-engines, These are far too scarce in the county, and we are 
glad to find that South Caradon has made that provision. 

A grievance, about which a good deal has been said from time to 
time, and which has caused a vast amount of ill feeling, is that con- 
nected with the appointment of mine surgeons—‘“the doctor and 
club question.” Where, as at Dolcoath and many other mines, there 
is free trade, and any man can pay to any doctor he chooses, the 
question settles itself ; but there are concerns where either the doctor 
is absolutely chosen for the men, or the choice is so restricted as 
to give rise to much rancour and heartburning. To this matter Mr. 
Magniac, M.P. for St. Ives, has given a great deal of attention, and 
has regularly placed upon the paper of the House of Commons an 
amendment to the Mines Regulation Bill, regulating the selection of 
these doctors by the miners, and the adjustment of club accounts, 
He has recently pointed out that this matter would be dealt with by 
the Master and Servants Wages Bill, under which wages would have 
to be paid in full without deduction, and weekly. These conditions, 
of course, would be quite inapp!icable to the continuance of the doctor 
and club system in Cornwall; and Mr. Magniac, therefore, calls at- 
tention to them in order that the provisions of the Bill, should it be- 
come law, shall be modified, It is a pity that our legislators do not 
acquaint themselves with the circumstances of different parts of the 
country. Governmentand private membersseem perpetually anxious 
to stretch poor Cornwall on some Procrustean bed or other, and it 
really takes all the time of our own representatives to defeat their 
' endeavours, 

Mr. Brydges Willyams, M.P., has returned from Utah, The Con- 
servatives of East Cornwall will seek to substitute for him Mr, John 
Tremayne, of Illogan, who is, like Mr, Willyams, favourable to the

REPORT FROM MONMOUTH AND SOUTH WALES, 


May 2.—Another week of great activity has been witnessed at all 

the ironworks, but the May weather has begun to affect operations, 
as the heat at the furnaces is becoming very intense, In regard to 
the demand for iron, there is not much change to report, the en- 
quiries from all quarters being simply more than makers can attend 
to. The springdemand is in every respect quite equal to what it was 
expected to be. The purchases on accountof the United States and 
Canada are very large, and these alone wi!l be sufficient to keep the 
works in full employ. The clearances of railway iron in those di- 
rections have been large during the week. Shipments to the Baltic 
have also commenced. It is still pretty clear that, although Russia ts likely to 
be a large customer this year, comparatively few of thecontracts can be under- 
taken by Welsh makers, owing to the immense engagements they have in other 
quarters, There is little doubt that every possible effort will be made to meet 
the requirements of all buyers, but under such circumstances which are likely 
to be encountered it matters not what new works may be erected, or what ex- 
tensions and improvements may be made at the old establishments, it will be 
beyond the power of the whole district to turn out the supplies of finished tron 
required. Despite the energy of the ironmasters, and the apparent activity at 
their various establishments, the quantity of work is not accomplished that 
ought to be insuch a brisk time, Added to the difficulty which makers encounter 
in keeping their men in regular working, and the scarcity of skiiled hands every- 
where complained of,there isa marked falling off in the supplies of raw materials, 
Owing to the disturbed state of Spain the importations of fron ore from that 
country have greatly diminished, and as the district had begun to depend 
largely upon Spanish ores for manufacturing purposes, the slackening of the 
supply is very seriously felt. Again, the failures which have recently taken 
place in the iron trade in other districts have interfered with contracts for the 
supply of pig, and railmakers In consequence have been put to considerable 11- 
convenience tn the execution of their orders. It will be difficult, no doubt, for 
some time to find the supplics of raw material which will be necessary for the 
carrying out of the large contracts entered into, and the works will hardly be 
so fully employed as otherwise they migit be. Home requirements are likely 
to be considerable this year, owing to the extensive re-laying which is going on, 
and the new lines to be laid down, For bars, plates, and other descriptions of 
work there fs still a good enquiry. In prices there fs no change to note, 91. 10s. 
to 101. being pretty freely given for rails. Tin-plate makers are able without 
difficulty to keep their works fully employed, aud prices are now obtained that 
are higher than everquoted before. Prospects for the future continue good, 
_ Asin the iron trade, all engaged in the steam coal trade are mak- 
ing energetic efforts to meet an unprecedented demand, The col- 
liery proprietors, and a number of delegates from the collieries, have 
held the appointed Conference, and the result appears to be in every 
respect satisfactory. It will be remembered that when the arbitra- 
tion was brought toa termination an agreement was come to that all future 
changes iu the wages scale should be regulated by the rise or fall at the fron- 
works, and to this the masters have scrupulously adhered. The men had evi- 
dentiy not well considered the obligation under which they lay, or they would 
not have preferred the claims they attempted to advance last week. It was 
very clearly shown to them, however, by tiie colliery proprietors that they were 
not entitied to a rise under present circumstances ; and it was also impressed 
upon them that the exaggerated statements which were made from time to time 
were in no way to be relied upon as showing the true postion of the trade, It 
is, no doubt, correct that i9s. aud 20s, per ton have been obtained for isolated 
cargoes of coal, and were many colliery proprietors to seil larger quautities 
they could freely obtain 173 and 18s. per ton ; but it is well known tbat there 
are heavy contracts running for which nothing like these prices are obtained. 
The delegates seemed t» leave the meeting fully convinced that they had notitle 
to another advance at present; and itis hoped that they will now settle down 
and work with that regularity which ts so desirable while the present prosperty 
laste. Although as yet there is no abatement to be noticed in the demand from 
foreign markets, still itis not too confident!y to be relied on that there will be 
a cont!nuance of tle present extensive demand, and there are not wanting signs 
that prices have already reached the highest point. In the House Coal Trade 
there Is little or no change to report. Very large quantities are purchased for 
manufacturing purposes, 

The colliers have held mass meetings and delegate meetings in 
various parts of the district, and the pits bave conscquently been idle one or 
two days. Ata mecting at Mountain Ash, subsequent to the conference be- 
tween the delegates and coalmasters, the colliers resolved to support the iron- 
works men in their agitation for an advance in theirwages. This step ts, of 
course, taken to make their own chance for a rise more eligible. Some of the 
English leading unionists got togetber an immense concourse of the Rhondda 
Valley colliers at Pandy, on Tuesday, for the purpose of disseminatirg untonism, 
and, if the feeling displayed at the mecting was any criterion, they succeeded 
well. Ata mass meeting held in Monmouthshire, on Wednesday, when from 
10,900 to 12,000 colliers assembled, it was resolved, ‘* That, in the opinion of 
of this meeting, the Mines Regulation Bill brought before Parliament by the 
Government Is, on the whole, satisfactory, and this meeting, while condemning 
the amendments proposed py the masters, pledges itself to support the measure 
in its entirety.’’ And it was also determined to forward a copy of the above 
resolution to Mr. Gladstone and Mr, Bruce.

TRADE OF THE TYNE AND WEAR. 


May 2.—The Coal, Coke, and other staple Trades continue very 
active, and large quantities of chemicals have been shipped lately to 
America and other places. The Iron Trade is extremely good, and 
the demand for pig-iron, rails, and ship-plates very large, the only 
drawback in the iron trade being the short supply of coal and coke. 

Coal royalties are, of course, eagerly taken up when they are to be 
found, especially steam or coking coal, Several new royalties are 
shortly to be opened in Durham in various parts of the county. On 
the western edge of the coal field a sinking is being put down near 
Swalwell by some Winlaton gentlemen connected with the iron trade, 
The Norwood Colliery, where a new shaft was sunk some years ago, 
and afterwards abandoned, is to be re-opened. There sre several 
seams here of coking and other coals, also of fire-clay, of excellent 
quality. The great demand for coal will cause many seams to be 
profitably worked which were scarcely noticed a few years ago, and 
the lower coals in the series in West Durham are well known to be 
of excellent quality. The fire-clays are also of very good quality, and 
the demand for fire-bricks and fire-clay goods of all kinds is very 
greatat present. In South Durham the Eldon royalty has been leased, 
and it is to be opened shortly, as well as other seams near Auckland, 
With respect to the eastern portion of Durham, the most important 
winnings at present in progress are those at Silksworth and at Hetton, 
both of which have made good progress lately. There is still a con- 
siderable field of coal unoccupied in East Durham, between Monk- 
wearmouth and Harton, and no doubt a large quantity of coal will 
be got at this point, or rather east of it underneath thesea, An ex- 
tensive winning may be expected here, on a scale similar to Ryhope 
and Monkwearmouh, as all the best seams of the district may be ex- 
pected in perfection, 

A London company have been looking after the Radcliffe Colliery, 
near the mouth of. the Cocquet, and it is the opinion of practical men 
acquainted with that district that much good coal can yet be got 
there if sufficient capital were judiciously expended on it, Thereare 
some very good beds of fire-clay there also. The Radcliffe and Broom. 
hall Collieries are the principal works in this north part of the great 
steam coal district, and both of them produce steam coals of excel- 
lent quality. 

No doubt it will be utterly useless to protest against the clause in 
the Truck Act which sanctions, or, perhaps, makes it compulsory, that wages 
shall be paid weekly. It has been asserted very often that a majority of the 
miners are opposed to this regulation, and this, so far as our experience goes, we 
believe to be the fact; yet the representatives of te men appear to contradict 
this view, and to assert that the miners are in favour of weekly payments, 
If the Bill leaves this to the parties to settle themselves, the real feeling of 
the miners and others willbe known, In this district the system of weekly pay- 
ments has been in operation for a long period in engineeriug and other works, 
and the men do not speak favourably of it. The better class of workmen assert 
that they would much prefer to have fortnightly, or even monthly, payments, 

It was stated in this letter a short time ago that coals might shortly 
be brought to Newcastle, and this has actually been done, A cargoof coals wag 
shipped from Huil tothe Tyne a few days ago, and It {sin contemplation to bring 
hard coals from the South to this district ou a large scale, for locomotives, &c, 


Hypro-ELEctTrRIcITy.—Mr. S, ROBINSON, of St. Anthony’s, writes 
—‘* [ have been employed in the refining department at the works of Messrs. 
Locke, Blackett, and Co. for 24 years, and used in that process the stcam.jet. 
Early one morving, about 16 years ago, I had occasion to examine the jet as to 
its true working, as it is llableto get out of order by getting scaled up. Thejet 
to which I refer was placed in a flue about 4 feet below thesurface, and the fur- 
nace to which it led could obtain no draught except by a pressure of steam 
through this Jet, The flue was, therefore, at atl times red-hot, aud could con- 
tain no atmospheric air except that whieb passes through the furnace, Forthe 
purpose of cleaning thisjct, a rod of small trou was passed through a crevice in 
the flue, and on bringing this rod in contact with the steam on this particular 
occasion (as had been done many times previously), my elbow came in con- 
tact with an fron mould, which produced a particular sensation, and made me 
desist. On applying the rod the second time, my knee came in contact with the 
same object, aud after considering the cause, it came to my mind that Professor 
Faraday had visited the North some time before for the purpose of trying experl- 
ments on this subject, and that the cause of this peculiar sensation was no lees 
than electricshocks. Having informed some of the workmen as to my discovery, 
we continued to try experiments for some years, and were rewarded by — 
enabled to hold a rod of smalliron against the pressure of steam by one han 
and a small piece of copper wire in the other, and by doing so we were enabied 
to draw the electricity up the fron rod, allowing it to pass throngh the body, 
then through the copper wire, bringing it in contact with a jetof gas and ignit- 
ing it. Wecould also draw the electricity up the rod, anu spread the sparks 
over a hot cast-iron plate, as if it had been sprinkled with sulphur in thedark ; 
and in all our experiments we could produce the greatest resulta when our steam 
was dry and the index standing about 40 Ibs, to the square inch, but we seldom 
could produce any beneficial results when the index stood at about 28 lbs. per 
square inch. Therefore, I think these experiments prove that electricity is 
generated in the boiler, independent of coming in direct contact with the atmos- 
phere, and that the greatest quantity of electricity is produced when the steam 
is dry and ata high pressure, and excluded from the cold air,’’ 








REPORT FROM DERBYSHIRE AND YORKSHIRE. 


May 2.—Business at the ironworks and collieries in all parts of 
the county of Derbyshire has undergone little or no change during 
the past week. The output of pig-iron is very large, but not more 
so than the requirements for the local works and those at a distance, 
The actual quantity being made is at the rate of fully 200,000 tons 
per annum,if notmore. The ironstone raised in the county is about 
400,000 tons a year, but as a good deal more is required for the fur- 
naces, the tonnage named is largely supplemented from Northamp- 
tonshire, a highly silicious ore, which greatly improves the argillaceous stones 
of Derbyshire. In manufactured tron, as might be expected In the highly pro- 
sperous state of the trade, there Is at the present time plenty to do for mills, 
forges, and foundries. There ts also a good business being done in pipes of all 
sizes, for which the Staveley Company in particular is famed, the brand being 
known at home and abroad as not to be excelled. The Sheepbridge Works are 
doing well, making large quantities of pig as well as manufactured tron. Oa 
the Erewash Valley line there is considerable activity, there being tn that loca- 
lity the largest establishment in the county for the production of mill work— 
the Butterly and Codnor Park Works, The firm bas an unequalled reputation 
for the making of girders, and for that description of work, we belleve, are the 
largest makers in the kingdom. At this place also a very large tonnage of the 
raw iron is now being made. Although iu some instances there is scarcely so 
much doing In huuse coal, yet the trade {s tu a very healthy state, and colliery 
proprietors are, as a rule, in a more advantageous position than they ever were 
before. The demand for London has been more than usually brisk for the sea- 
son, and the winter prices have becu maintained for the soft coal, Steam coal 
has also been Iu better demand than is generally the case in the early pact of 
the year, and a very much larger quantity of coke than Is left after supplying 
the local wauts could be readily disposed of at highly remunerative prices, 

In the Sheffield district all the works engaged in the Steel and Iron 
Trades have an abundance of orders in hand, and are hard pressed 
to keep pace with the requirements of their customers. The heavy 
armour-plate mills continue very busy, as do those engaged in rolling 
ordinary boiler and ship-plates. There is an excellent demand on 
American account for Bessemer and other steel, as well as for the best qualitics 
of spring knife aud tabiecutlery. Bessemer and ordinary rails, polots, switches, 
wheels, crank axles, and tyres are all in very brisk request. ‘The file makers are 
doing very well indeed, and large quantities are being exported to America, the 
Continent, &c. The collieries iu the district continue to be kept fully going. Ia 
the Rotherham district there is considerable activity in weldless and other 
tyres, and in general mill work. Brass castings, esp: cially in taps and engine 
fittings, keep the foundries very fully worked. The South Yorkshire Coal Trade 
bas undergone very little alteration ; although scarcoly so brisk as it has been, 
yet it is sufficient to keep the pits fully working; and, indeed, more coal could 
be disposed of than is being raised at many places, but the colllers—or most of 
them—still like to play a day or two sometimes in the early part of the week. 
A considerable increase in the demand for steam coal is sure to take place 
shortly, by the opening of the Baltic and the commencement of the exports from 
Hull andGrimsby. From Goole a good deal of coal has been shipped during 
the week to London, Lynn, other home ports, and Abbeville, 


THE MIDLAND INSTITULE OF MINING ENGINEERS.—A Wednes- 
day there was a fair gathering of the members of this [ns itute at their rooms 
in Barnsley, the chief business being a discussion ou the paper read about a 
couple of months ago, “* On Compressed Air-Engises, as Used for Hauling and 
Pumping Underground at the Thornhill Collieries,’’ the joint production of Mr. 
R. W. Maddison and Mr. Farrar. The paper was a most elaborate and exhaus- 
tive one,pointing out that air-power was a most valuable agent, almost unlimited 
in application, when the air was condacted through pipes sufficiently large so as 
to diminish the friction, or by having a number of receivers for distributing the 
air throughout the entire lepgth of the pipes, or by adopting both means, Ad- 
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other and a very important advantage claimed for the compressed alr-engines 
was the great saving they effected in comparison with horse-power, a fact in 
itself sufficient to ensure the serious attention of colllery proprictors. From 
the experiments, or trials, made it was computcd In the paper that the cost of 
hauling a given quantity of coal by compressed air was at the rate of 2°796d. per 
ton per mile, but which sum was capable of being greatly reduced ; whilst the 
cost of haulage along the roads by horse-power was 81044, perton per mile, The 
discussion was commenced by Mr. W. Hopton, who had prepared a notice on the 
eubject on peper, which be read. He was followed by Mr. Warburton, Mr.
